Report of 


Selectmen and Town Manager 


The alterations and additions to the sewer pumping 
station and treatment plant have been completed and the 
new equipment has been placed in operation. This will save us 
the additional cost of overtime and rental of gasoline driven 
pumps which have been necessary during periods of high 
demand on our sewer treatment facilities. 


Plans for the Pleasant Street sewer extension are well 
toward completion and it is expected that the contract for 
this work will be let during Spring of 1970. 


The reappraisal of all properties in the Town of Mere- 
dith was completed in the latter part of 1969 by State Tax 
Commission appraisers and the taxes were committed to 
the Tax Collector on December 31, 1969. The work on this 
project covered a period of nearly two years and resulted in 
an increase in our valuation for assessment purposes of 
nearly 22,000,000 Dollars. The staff of appraisers will con- 
tinue to work on this project in 1970 until all adjustments 
resulting from hearings have been completed. 


Last July we held a special meeting for the benefit of 
non resident taxpayers who wished to communicate collec- 
tively with town officials. It was felt that the meeting was 
very successful and we look forward to having another 
meeting this year. In doing so we hope to establish a united 
constructive effort to recognize the needs of our community. 
All this is most difficult to accomplish in the face of rising 
costs and the seriousness of social and law enforcement prob- 
lems with which the town is legally bound to become involved. 


The Library parking lot was laid out under the direction 
of the Town Manager and a base coat of hot top asphalt 
was applied. The finish coat of hot top treatement will be 
laid in Spring along with alterations to the Library Building 
as planned. 


A hot top surface was applied on Circle Drive and ad- 
justments were made in storm water drains and structures 
lending considerable improvement to maintenance problems 
in this area. 


Improvements were extended on Black Brook Road 
using TRA Funds under State supervision and it is expected 
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that it will require about two more years’ allotments to 
complete this project. 


The area around the Information Booth was paved 
making it a much more attractive place for visitors to stop 
and plan their activities. Many people stayed with us several 
oe a result of what they learned at the Information 

ooth. 


The Board of Selectmen sustained activities with vari- 
ous associations in New Hampshire having to do with muni- 
cipal, state government and county government with Select- 
man Stuart Allan holding various offices including that of 
President of the New Hampshire Municipal Association and 
the New Hampshire Public Works Association. 


Looking ahead for 1970 we would like to make much 
needed repairs and alterations to our Municipal Building. If 
we go ahead with the project at this time the $1,500.00 spent 
for the preliminary plans and estimates will apply towards 
the cost of the final plans and architectural services. We 
would have access to the basement vaults for space and to 
store plans and records. The Town Clerk’s office would be 
located closer to the other offices for a better working 
arrangement during the absence of the Town Clerk or at 
times of heavy work loads. It can be noted from Exhibit D 
of the Auditors’ Report that the Town Clerk remitted 
$40,338.54 during 1969 in permits and licenses. The Police 
Department needs much more space and it appears that 
about half of the cost of alterations for the benefit of this 
department can be obtained from the State of New Hamp- 
shire Highway Safety Agency. We would have much needed 
court space which in due time will save us the inconvenience 
of having to send our police officers out of Town to testify 
in support of their cases. The Auditors noted the large num- 
ber of cases handled by our court in 1969 netting us an 
unexpended balance of $1,706.95. Our present court facilities 
are deplorable as compared to those of most communities of 
comparable size. The space for clerical employees can be 
rearranged under the new plan for efficiency and a minimum 
of confusion during periods of heavy work loads. Along with 
the alterations we will realize the renovations which are 
hadly needed to protect our Municipal Building from normal 
deterioration. 


The activity on Bear Island during the past few years 
has prompted us to investigate the possibility of increasing 
parking space at Cattle Landing. In order to do this it may 
be necessary to recommend the relocation of a part of Cattle 
Landing Road in order to release valuable lake front property 
now occupied by this road for possible building lots. We are 
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requesting $1,000.00 as estimated expense of this investi- 
gation. 


Estimates for further sewer extensions will be obtained 
this year in preparation for service to the proposed nursing 
home off Hillrise Lane and the possible extension to a 
troublesome area near the Town Docks and Oak Street 
Extension. 


At this 1970 Town Meeting we are requesting authority 
to make use of the money already raised for the purpose of 
Highway Department equipment and placed in the Reserve 
Fund. This amounts to $20,000.00 plus $509.44 interest. In the 
same article we are requesting that $10,000.00 be raised and 
appropriated according to our proposed schedule for funding 
the replacement of equipment and the total amount be used 
to replace our old grader and snow blower. By planning ahead 
in this manner we can be relieved of the impact of having 
to raise money in one large sum to replace expensive equip- 
ment. 


As a comment from the Town Manager, it appears that 
there is at least one year of hard work ahead in setting up 
accounting procedures which will serve the Town with a 
minimum of confusion caused by the loss of any key 
employee. Budgetary controls are included in this project 
which are vital and necessary for effective financial manage- 
ment in Municipal Government.

More than 400 people were 
directly responsible while many hundreds of others, from 
pre-school children to the oldest inhabitants, were directly 
involved. He expressed the gratitude of the whole committee 
for such wonderful cooperation from the people and then 
presented special silver bicentennial commemorative coins to 
each of the Selectmen.

Submitted herewith is the report of the annual examin- 
ation and audit of the accounts of the Town of Meredith for 
the fiscal year ended December 31, 1969, which was made by 
this Division in accordance with the vote of the Town. 


One of the enclosed audits must be given to the Town 
Clerk as part of the permanent records. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts 
and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Col- 
lector, Town Clerk, Sewer Fund, Special Assessment Ac- 
counts, Municipal Court, Library Treasurers, Bi-Centennial 
Fund and Trustee of Trust Funds. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets - December 31, 1968 - December 
31, 1969: (Exhibit A-1): 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1968, 
and December 31, 1969 are presented in Exhibit A-1. As in- 
dicated therein, the Net Debt of the town decreased by 
$68,550.78 in 1969, from $476,386.39 to $407,835.61.

An analysis of the change in financial condition of the 


Town during the year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the fac- 
tors which caused the change indicated therein.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipts and disbursement of public funds 
were examined and audited in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards, and accordingly included such 
tests of the accounting records and such other auditing pro- 
cedures as were considered necessary in the circumstances. 


Verification of uncollected and unredeemed taxes was 
made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated 
by the Collector’s records. The amounts of uncollected and 
unredeemed taxes as indicated in this report are therefore 
subject to any changes which may be necessitated by the 
return of verification notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Current Surplus: 


The current surplus, (excess of total assets over current 
liabilities), decreased by $676.27 in 1969, from $55,940.66 to 
$55,264.89 as shown herewith:

The Tax Collector should obtain abatements from the 
Selectmen for those uncollected taxes which are deemed un- 
collectible. Appropriate measures should be taken by the 
Collector to enforce payment of the remaining delinquent 
taxes. 


Unredeemed Taxes: 


As indicated in Exhibit C-9, the Collector’s tax sale re- 
cords indicated, as of December 31, 1969, unredeemed taxes 
from the Tax Sales of the Levies of 1966 and prior years, 
as follows:

Inasmuch as the two-year period provided by law for 
redemption from tax sales has expired on these unredeemed 
taxes, the Tax Collector should give tax deeds to the Town 
for all the properties represented by these undischarged tax 
liens held by the Town. 


Delinquent Sewer Assessments, Sewer Connection Assess- 
ments and Sewer Rental Assessments: 


The Tax Collector’s warrants of current sewer assess- 
ments, current sewer connection assessments and sewer 
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rental assessments, as of December 31, 1969, included a 
number of accounts which showed no payments during the 
preceding five or six years. Furthermore, it appears that no 
effective action has been taken to enforce collection of these 
delinquent assessments as the real estate of the persons in- 
volved was not sold at a collector’s sale of real estate as re- 
quired by the provisions of R.8. A. Chapter 80. 


In this connection, attention is directed to the provisions 
of R.S. A., Chapter 252, Section 12 and 13, which subject 
delinquent assessments to the same interest and other 
charges as are applicable to delinquent taxes in addition to 
requiring the real estate to be sold at a collector’s sale of real 
estate for payment of unpaid assessments. 


Motor Vehicle Permit Fees: 


It has been the practice of the Town Clerk to release 
motor vehicle permits prior to receiving payment of the fees 
required therefor, contrary to the provisions of R.S.A. 260.27. 
Additionally, motor vehicle permit fees have not been remit- 
ted by the Town Clerk to the Treasurer on the last Saturday 
of each month as prescribed by R.S. A. 260.31. 


The Town Clerk is directed to discontinue the practice of 
releasing motor vehicle permits before collecting the fees 
required. We further recommend that all fees collected by 
Town Cerk, including dog fees, etc., be remitted daily to the 
Town Treasurer. 


Acquisition of Cash Register for Tax Collector’s Office 
Recommended: 


In consideration of the various responsibilities intrusted 
to the Tax Collector relative to the collection of, water and 
sewer rents, etc., we recommend serious consideration be 
given to the acquisition of cash register equipment for the 
Tax Collector’s department. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184, of the Laws of 1955, 
require that this report or the summary of findings and 
recommendations (letter of transmittal) shall be published 
in the next annual report. 
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We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Meredith for their assistance during the course of the audit.

Year Ending December 31, 1969 


All of the original six, eight, and ten-inch cast iron 
water pipe has now been cleaned and lined with cement 
mortar except the section from Route 3 to Elm Street on 
Winnipesaukee Street, which is scheduled for eventual re- 
placement with pipe of considerable larger size. $157,640.30 
has been invested thus far in up-grading our water mains. 
The improvement in the water is quite apparent and the 
availability of water for fire protection is very much im- 
proved throughout the system. 

During the latter part of 1969 it was called to our atten- 
tion by the Fire Department that several hydrants which 
they had tested would not function. Six of these have already 
been replaced and several others repaired. Three old hydrants 
are scheduled for replacement in the early spring of 1970. 

Future plans call for further study of our source of 
water supply, including the improvement of the pumping 
capacity from Waukewan Lake. This will undoubtedly re- 
quire purification equipment if the State allows us to ex- 
pand in this particular area. It also appears that we would 
have to give serious thought to extending a water main from 
the present pumping station location to the present main on 
Massachusetts Avenue. 

Another project already started is the installation of 
new water meters with dials on the outside of buildings to 
expedite readings in locations which are hard to get at. We 
experience a great deal of delay reading meters, and we 
hope to start checking the readings semi-annually, rather 
than only once a year. 

Study of our rate structure will be undertaken this year 
in order to try to arrive at fair and equitable rates that will 
support the water system without having to raise another 
large amount by bond issue which will have to be paid off 
by the taxpayers as a whole. The water rates should recog- 
nize and allow for some of the obsolescence and depreciation 
which does not appear possible under our rates at the present 
time. 

Looking back over the situation in general, we feel that 
considerable progress has been made. The Highway Depart- 
ment has been of great help furnishing extra men and eauip- 
ment when required, and we feel that service rendered by 
our Water Department will continue to improve and at the 
lowest possible cost to the residents of our community.

There were 2,160 house visits made to our local patients, 
which included, home nursing, physical therapy and health 
guidance.

One hundred twelve hours were spent attending In- 
Service meetings given by Medicare and the State Nurse’s 
Association. 


Two Blood Bank drawings were held in June and October 
with very few donors attending. Much time and helpers are 
involved in this very vital project. I do wish we could have 
a better attendance. 


Mrs. Plummer and I assisted at the German Measles 
Clinic and the Lazy Eye Clinic which was sponsored by the 
Lion’s Club. 


We attended the 50 Plus Club and explained the need of 
a Motor Corps to take patients to Doctors’ offices, surplus 
foods, etc., and this is now in the capable hands of Mrs. Vera 
Weinmann. 


Our office this year has been equipped with a new desk 
and chair, desk lamps, an adding machine, a metal cabinet 
for supplies, and bath scales.

During the past two years the Board of Engineers 
have submitted budgets listing proposed expenditures based 
on replacement of various pieces of equipment which had 
suffered considerable wear and obsolescence. As time passed 
the Department conservatively made the old equipment do 
the job with the thought in mind that funds were available 
if any difficulties suddenly arose and consequently showed 
unexpended balances of $2,742.00 for 1968 and $3,992.00 for 
1969. 


The Department believes that the time has now arrived 
when a program of improvements should be started for the 
Meredith Fire Department including the fire station, trucks, 
and miscellaneous fire fighting equipment. More emphasis 
Should also be placed on training programs and increased 
benefits and pay for the firemen. 


All of these things mean an increased budget for 1970 
and there will be determined effort to get as much done as 
possible during the year within the scope of the appropri- 
ation. Many of the projects and plans have been talked over 
many times and in many cases the funds for particular items 
have been included from time to time in budget appropri- 
ations. In 1970 we propose to purchase a new portable pump 
and new portable generator set along with incidental items 
such as hose and general small items of equipment. We also 
propose to install an overhead door in the basement to open 
up a stall for a truck or equipment. 


Along with the budgets there are two articles in the 
Town Meeting Warrant one of which would raise $2,000.00 for 
the purchase of ten radio alerting units with associated 
equipment while the other would make $3,250.00 available 
for the purchase of a pick up truck for transporting portable 
pumps and incidental equipment to and from fires. 


These plans when carried out will increase the efficiency 
of the Mereidth Fire Department and will give the men some 
of the equipment they need to cope with various types of 
emergencies.

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Synopsis of New Hampshire 
Forest Fire Laws and Regulations 


Fire Permit 


A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near 
woodland anytime the ground is not covered with snow. This 
means household waste burning, even if in a barrel, grass 
burning, garden trash as well as brush burning in clearing 
operations. Such burning is restricted by regulation to be 
prior to 9:00 a.m. and after 5:00 p. m. 


Exceptions 


Commercial or industrial burning is allowed during the 
day with permission of the district chief and a permit from 
the fire warden. 


Household waste burning, with a permit, is allowed on 
rainy days between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p. m. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own property 
on notification to the warden. On another’s property with 
written permission and notification of the warden. The 
warden can forbid such fires if intended in a hazardous area. 
Permits for cooking fires at the White Mountain National 
Forest can be obtained from the Laconia Office or at the 
ranger stations. Permits are not required in public camp or 
picnic grounds where fireplaces have been built for this 
purpose. 


Escaped Fires 


If a fire escapes from your control, whether or not you 
have a permit, you are liable for the costs for control and 
extinguishment. If you start a fire illegally there is the 
additional chance of a fine. The landowner may also recover 
his loss or damages from the fire. 


It is unlawful to drop or throw burning material in 
wooded areas. 


Anyone seeing an uncontrolled and unattended forest fire 
is bound by statute to report it. 


Penalties 


1. For kindling a fire without a permit. Maximum of 
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$200.00 fine; or imprisonment for not more than 60 
days. 


For kindling a fire by any means wilfully or recklessly 
that shall endanger woodlands the maximum fine is 
$500.00 or one year’s imprisonment. 


. For failure to totally extinguish a camp or cooking 


fire before leaving it the same penalties as in (1) 
above. 


For dropping inflammable material in or near wood- 
land maximum fine of $25.00. 


For smoking or kindling a fire in woodlands when a 
ban on the same has been proclaimed a maximum 
fine of $25.00.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
and District Chief 


The 1969 fire season was a quiet one in this area. Fre- 
quent rains kept the danger to a minimum and there were few 
violations. Your Forest Fire Warden’s job would be easier if 
everyone understood the State laws that govern the kindling 
of outdoor fires. A synopsis of these laws follow: 


Fire Permit 


A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near 
woodland anytime the ground is not covered with snow. This 
includes household waste burning, even if in an incinerator, 
grass burning, garden trash as well as brush burning. Such 
burning is restricted by regulation to be prior to 9:00 a.m. 
and after 5:00 p. m. 


Exceptions 


Commercial or industrial burning is allowed anytime 
under normal conditions with permission of the District 
Chief and a permit from the Fire Warden. 

Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own property 
with permission of the Fire Warden. On another’s property 
with written permission of the landowner and permission of 
the Fire Warden. The Warden can forbid such fires in in a 
hazardous area. Permits for cooking fires in the White 
Mountain National Forest can be obtained from the Laconia 
Office or at the Ranger Stations. Permits are not required 
in public camp or picnic grounds where fireplaces have been 
built for this purpose. 


Penalties 


1. For kindling a fire without a permit. Maximum of 
$200.00 fine; or imprisonment for not more than 60 
days. 

2. For kindling a fire by any means wilfully or recklessly 
that shall endanger woodlands the maximum fine is 
$500.00 or one year’s imprisonment. 

3. For failure to totally extinguish a camp or cooking 
fire before leaving it the same penalties as in (1) 
above. 

4. For dropping inflammable material in or near wood- 
land maximum fine of $25.00. 

Fire prevention is a personal matter and a good habit. 

Keep our town free from smokes in 1970.
